Washington —(CPA)— The house 


of representatives has gone home 
and the president alone struggles 
with the senate. That's the situation 
on the Potomac with Mr. Hoover 
determined to fight it out with the 
upper house if it takes all summer. 


Two things are at stake—the presi- 


dents leadership and the ratification 
of the naval treaty. Stimulated by 
his victories la the last few days of 
the regular session of congress, sup- 
porters of the president think a turn- 
ing point has come and that the pres- 
tige of Mr. Hooyer will be enhanced 
when the senate adopts the naval 
treaty. 


Throughout the seventy-first con- 


gress the house has been the presi- 
dent's staunch ally. Circumstances 
are different now because the presi- 
dent, must marshal a two-thirds vote 
in the senate, Much harder for the 
moment is the problem of maintain- 
ing a quorum as the senators are 
tired and want to go home. Some 
of them are already gone. 
There 


are not enough opponents of the 
treaty to develop pairs. Less than 
twenty votes will be cast against the 
treaty. 


The president's friends are unusu- 


ally active. 
Conferences over the 


week-end show that Mr. Hoover was 
preparing for tk.ttle at last. Hither- 
to inclined to be passive, the presi- 
dent, realizes that unless he can get 
the naval treaty ratified his prestige 
abroad, as weE as at home will suf- 
fer. The parliaments of Great Brit- 
ain and Japan are discussing, the 
naval pact but will not ratify until 
the United States takes the initiative. 
So in a sense the entire movement 
to limit naval armament hinges on 
the action of the United States sen- 
ate. A decisive vote in favor of the 
treaty wili have a profound effect 
abroad. 


DELAY WOULD BE FATAL, 


The president has come to the con- 


clusion that delay would be fatal 
from all points o£ view. First, hav- 
ing announced that he would call a 
special session to have the treaty rat- 
ified he could not recede without ad- 
mitting defeat.

MILITARY PENSIONS 
' The military pension bill just passed 
marks a break -with the new policy 
adopted after the World war. 
That 


policy was to provide generously for 
soldiers injured in the war, curing 
their injuries if possible, recompensing 
them for suffering and disability and 
recompensing their families if they 
,died of war injuries. The government 
has been, and is now, spending about 
half a billion a year in this way. Furth- 
ermore, there was a plan adopted for 
"adjusted compensation" with insur- 
ance features intended as a sort of 
thank offering for all the soldiers en- 
listed or drafted, in recognition of their 
special service to the nation. It was ex- 
pected that public payments would 
stop there, avoiding general disability 
or general service pensions. 


The present measure grants pen- 


sions to certain classes of veterans for 
disabilities not caused by their mili- 
tary service. It is a generous gesture 
to a class of men, mostly in need, to 
whom the nation feels indebted. It may 
be right and wise. That question need 
not be discussed here. The important 
thing is to get clearly in mind just 
what has been done, and what it may 
be expected to lead to. 
A breach 4s 


made ia the pension wall. It is a small 
breach. The immediate cost is little. 
The principle is the real point. In our 
past history every such breach has 
been widened. AV&en a small class of 
veterans is pensioned for non-military 
disability, the way is opened to pen- 
sion larger classes, until finally all sur- 
vivors of the war are pensioned for 
civil disability, and the amount of the 
payment is raised higher by successive 
steps. In time, comes the next breach 
and we have the beginning of service 
pensions regardless of any kind of dis- 
ability. Such pensions tend to become 
general or universal. This has been the 
history of our past wars, especially the 
Civil war. It seems likely to be the 
historv of the World war. 


TEACHER SALARIES 


"A flat salary schedule for public 


school teachers," says the superinten- 
dent of a big school system, "is a curse 
. to the public and a worse curse to the 
teachers. The cry is for equal pay for 
equal training. Such a schedule means 
the strong teacher does his work with 
the weak teacher a millstone about his 
neck. A flat salary schedule is an eco- 
"nomic waste beyond computation. Un- 
less it is altered, business will take 
over education to save taxes. An equa- 
lized flat salary schedule is insurance 
for mediocrity. It makes an almshouse 
out of many American schools. It de- 
generates the worker and impover- 
ishes the community. It thwarts the 
education of youth." 


These same arguments would apply 


to the flat salary schedule of civil ser- 
vice affecting millions of public em- 
ployees. They would apply also to the 
uniform wage scales of industry. So 
far, the evils complained of have been 
endured for the sake of features aim- 
ing to prevent other evils—particularly 
the economic security of employees. 
Real progress, no doubt, lies in recog- 
nizing and stimulating individual abil- 
ity. The question is how to do it safely. 


MODERN PLANES 


The most notable feature of the 


Hunter Brothers' exploit in Chicago is 
their demonstration of the stamina of 
the present day airplanes. Early in the 
.World war it used to be said that the 
flying time of an airplane motor, 
without overhauling, was 80 to 90 
hours. That time increased during the 
war, 
which was a great laboratory for 


flvin£ experimentation. 
It has im- 


proved far more since. 


Th* motor on the airplane used by 


the Hunlc « m their endurance flight 


|g£ 553 hpMTs juthout stopping or 


missing. Daring that time it turned 
perhaps 50,000,000 times. It -was an 
old motor when the test started. And 
it was sti]' running smoothly and pow- 
erfully, according to its pilots, when 
the test ended. They were forced down 
not by any mechanical weakness either 
in motor or plane, but merely by a 
clogged oil screen. We shall soon have 
to admit that the airplane is about as 
dependable a vehicle as the automobile. 


MORROW ON BUSINESS 


A sane statement about business was 


made by Dwight W. Morrow in a re- 
cent speech. It deserves widespread 
repetition and study. "While we can- 
not predict with accuracy when 
changes in business may come," he 
said, "we can have faith that a great 
people, with a great industrial plan, 
and with ample credit resources, will 
go on with their work, raising still 
higher their power of consuming goods 
for the durable satisfaction of life, fur- 
nishing more employment to each oth- 
er by a further multiplication of the in- 
terchange of goods and services."' 


There is more fundamental, sound 


optimism in that statement than there 
would be in any glowing forecasts of 
great business improvement in the next 
few weeks -or months or years. 
Dis- 


couraged, individuals, thinking over 
Mr. Morrow's words, may say, "Why, 
of course he's right. The outcome must 
be like that." Then, if everybody goes 
on with his work, fearlessly and hope- 
fully and sensibly, the result will be 
good. ' 


RUSSIA AND HER DEBTS 


Joseph Stalin, big man at Moscow, 


has announced that the soviet govern- 
ment is willing to pay part of the old 
debts of the czarist regime—provided 
the creditors will advance new credits. 
The government will then regard the 
payments as extra interest on such 
credits. 


Thus the Moscow statesmen seek at 


the same time to placate their foreign 
creditors and save their faces at home. 
Their own people do not want to pay 
for any dead horses, especially czarist 
horses. The government is embarked 
on an ambitious scheme of industrial 
development, for which it needs cap- 
ital. 


It would be^ for Russia, a good com- 


promise. If would also be good in its 
immediate effect on American busi- 
ness. But there are many Americans 
who do not think it is sound business 
to continue lending debtors the money 
to pay their debts.

On July 8, 1839, John IX Rockefeller, Ameri- 


can. capitaUst, *yho before his retirement in 1911 
was regarded the wealthiest man in modern his- 
tory, possessing a fortune estimated as nigh as 
$1,000,000,000, was bom at Riehford, N. T. 


At ths age of 14 he nao\ed to Cleveland, <X 


where, after receiving a public school education, 
became a clerk in a commission house. In less 
than four years he became a partner. "With his 
partner he invested in a new business of "oil 
refining." "Within 10 years this company, under 
Rockefeller's leadership, established itself as the 
most important factor m the petroleum industry 
in America. 


In 186o the Standard Oil "Works was built at 


Cleveland and five years later was consolidated 
with others to form the Standard Oil Company. 
In forming his company it was found he had 
created a. "trust" in violation of the law and was 
therefore compelled to dissolve it. He then form- 
ed separately operated companies. 


Rockefeller devoted much time and money to 


the promotion of various educational, religious 
and charitable interests. In 1S92 he- established 
the University of Chicago, to which he made gifts 
exceeding $23,000,000. He built and initially en- 
dowed the Rockefeller Institute for medical re- 
search at a cost of 54,000,000. At the end of 1921 
it was estimated his benefactions exceeded ?500,- 
000,000.

ulcer (9 out of 10 cases of peptic 
ulcer are duodenal) are permanently 
cured. 3Iy personal belief is that by 
intelligent application, of our newer 
knowledge of nutrition 
and 
the- 


rapeutics ths effectiveness 
of or- 


dinary medical treatment of ulcer' 
will be considerably Increased, so 
that from now on such cases will re- 
main medical cases until some com- 
plication or emergency makes them 
surgical cases or until a careful 
course of medical treatment fails to 
give satisfaction. 


As it Is none of the patient's busi- 


ness what these complications or 
emergency condition may be, that 
call for surgical Intervention, we 
shall pa^ over them here, except 
to say that the patient had better 
leave all such worrying to his doc- 
tor. 


By the way, any one who may be 


trying to decide whether 
to have 


medical or surgical treatment for 
peptic ulcer should first make sure 
ha has an ulcer. The joke Is not 
so much on ths doctor If he makes 
a mistake in diagnosis, nor on the 
surgeon If he concludes to call his 
work exploratory. The joke is very 
much on the patient if his trouble 
happens to be just a duodenal ulcer

for much longer periods through ex- 
tensions of the original time limit in 
cases where unusual difficulty ha,g 
been experienced in effecting: distri- 
bution of a loan. One of the most 
conspicuous instances of that sort 
was the Tidewater Associated Oi 
underwriting, when the syndicate

In th« case of the German rep- 


arations bonds, the syndicate, has 
been in existence less than a month 
and undoubtedly will run for some 
weeks longer. Syndicates are organ- 
ized to effect the placing of bonds 
in permanent hands. The incident in 
the market for the German repara- 
tions bonds last week indicates that 
such placing has not yet been effect- 
ed despite the fact that a heavy 
oversubscription for the issue was 
reported the day the loan was pub- 
licly offered. 


The fact of the matter Is that the 


bonds have been re-sold rather freely 
sines the offering was made. It was 
because of such re-selling apparently 
that the syndicate managers decided 
to lift the price restrictions and 
lower their bids for the bonds.

That re-selling is not to be con- 


strued -as an indication that the 
bonds are not a good investment. .It 
simply "means that a good deal of 
speculative buying and selling of the 
bonds has been going on.

Of the gold held by the 
reserve system about 3950,000,000 is 
free geld, or gold not required as re- 
serves, and therefore could easily be 
spared. 


The gold of the world Is far from

said O. E. Reed, Chief of the Bureau 
of Dairy Industry of the 
United 


States Department of Agriculture,

ililk-Conirol Conference in Sacra- 
mento. Calif. 
Stating that few foodstuffs are de- 


livered so quickly and cleanly to 
consumers as is milk, Reed contin- 
ued: 


-The per-capita consumption 
of 


milk In this country is much lower 
than it is in several other of the 
civilized nations. Our bureau is serv- 
ing both the economic interest of the 
dairy industry and the nutritional 
interests of consumers." 


The Bureau of Dairy Industry is 


investigating dairy sanitation and 
devising and introducing new and 
belter methods of producing 
and 


handling fiuid milk and cream. The 
Bureau is particularly interested in 
the cooling of milk and cream to 
prevent bacteria growth and in the 
delivery of ths milk and cream. It 
also helps State and local authori- 
ties to formulate legislation and or- 
dinances 
for 
safeguarding 
these 


dairy supplies. 


jlr. Reed particularly emphasized 


the importance of herd improvement 
by associations of dairymen to the 
dairy industry as a whole. 


The v.-ork of the dairy-herd-im- 


provement associations enables the 
dairyman to know the production of 
each cow in his herd and the cost 
of the production to him in food, he 
said. It makes it possible too, for him 
to rid himself of low producers and 
to feed and breed the rest according 
to their 
capacity for 
economical 


production.

Buchanan and Vancenbrook. In the 
latter townships, the farmers have 
lots of sweet clover fields and alfal- 
fa-fields tfeis summer and some of 
the growers are making hay of their 
surplus sweet clover. They are all 
comparing their yields of timothy 
with that of sweet clover and alfal- 
fa this summer and losing faith in 
timothy as a crop and as a. milk pro- 
ducer. With an ample supply of al- 
falfa hay and sweet clover pasture 
on the farms, they say the purchase 
of commercial feeds is reduced to a 
Tninimum and milk checks may be 
saved to pay taxes, nd other bills 
and to make improvements. They 
know that nice, green alfalfa 
and 


sweet clover leaves are filled with 
bran, middlings, oil meal, lime and 
phospate and that it is much cheap- 
er to raise these milk producers and 
body builders than to raise timothy 
hay and be forced to bay them. 
Thes-3 farmers have found out that 
by applying the rules of cultivation, 
that sweet clover and alfalfa are 
the surest and most profitable crops 
that a farmer can raise. They have 
also discovered that the well drained 
red clay soils and hillsides of their 
townships are especially adapted to 
the growing of alfalfa and sweet 
clover. 


To see nice fields of alfalfa and 


sweet clover in these townships, one 
should drive over Highway 41 from 
Kaukauna to the Brown county line, 
any road north from Highway 41 
north toward Freedom, between lat- 


tte Chute and Katzkauna, and the 
Darboy road through the town ^ of 


JCalachi Ryan who was one of the

His mo 
and one-half acres of early peas was 
only a 50 per cent crop on account j 
of frost injury. Two and one-half 
acres of late peas are' very satisfac- 
tory- He has 11 acres of very good 
oats and 5 acres of barley equally 
good. His cattle are pasturing on 11 
acres of sweedt clover. It 
would 


take some very strong arguments to 
drive Mr. Lemke back from the rais- 


ly the past ten yeara. As his field Is 
on the main highway it has al- 
ways attracted a great deal of atten- 
tion and excited admiration on ac- 
count of its beauty, and service to 
farm animals. An alfalfa or a sweet 
clover field on a farm, especially 
vixen in blossom is more attractive 
than the choicest flower gardens, 
and the feeling is wide spread among 
the1 people, that a good cow, hog or 
flock of laying hens ought to have 
en opportunity each day of the year 
to s:u£f themselves with either sweet 
clover or alfalfa. Mr. Fischer's alfal- 
fa field being along roadside has in- 
duced a number of farmers to try 
raising a field of alfalfa. 


Andrew Ver Boomen, route 3, Kau- 


kauna, has been raising alfalfa the 
past 14 years and the only fertiliz- 
er he >«»* used oa his fields is barn- 
yard manure. To increase his yields 
and to prolong the life of his alfalfa 
stands, he now proposes to test the 
soils of his fields. If he discovers a 
shortage of any of the feeds that al- 
falfa must have to grow strong 
enough to pass through the winter 
and to produce a big yield the fol- 
lowing summer, Mr. Ver Boomen 
proposes to supply his alfalfa with 
that feed. A few preliminary soils 
tests have shown a shortage of lime 
which is one of the principals feeds 
cf alfalfa. Phosphate is another of 
te principal feeds. Mr. Ver Boomen 
will test his soils for both lime and 
phosphate content. He is pasturing 
his cows on sweet clover and likes 
the feed very much as a milk pro- 
ducer. After pasturing his cows all 
summer last year on a field of sweet 
clover, he threshed 90 pounds of seed 
from the sweet clover surplus in the 
field.

mented last year witli raising cab- 
bage on pure muck' soil and they 
are continuing- their experiment this 
year. Last year Mr. Van Zeeland 
did not use stable manure on his 
field of muck and did not do as well 
as he expected. Mr. Sell experiment- 
ed with potash and other kinds of 
fertilizers last year, leaving rows un- 
fertilized for checking up purposes 
and is doing the same tiling again 
this year. 


So far Mr. Van Zeeland has one 


of the best fields of cabbage started 
from home-grown plants in this vic- 
inity. The field contains 17 acres, 
nine acres of which are muck. The 
plants in the muck are unusually 
large for this time of year and are 
very vigorous and of perfect' color. 


If neither drouth nor floods inter- 


fere with Mr. Van Zealand's and 
with the county agent's experiments, 
the former will get a bumper crop 
of cabbage and the latter will be 
able to announce the best combina- 
tion of commercial fertilizers 
for 


use on muck soil of the type of the 
Van Zeeland field.
